Here in Ireland it has been proved that by 
the keeping of milk records, utilising the in- 
formation so obteined, and, weeding out un- 
profitable cows, i is ible to increase the 
average annual milk yicid by atleast 200 gallons 
percow. The results obtained by members of cow 
testing associations are detailed in leaflets pub- 
lished by the Department of Agriculture, which 
may be obtained free on application. During 
the year 1917 the monetary value of the differ- 
ence between the average milk yields ‘of the 
ten best cows and the ten worst cows in each 
of six cow-testing associations in different parts 
of the country varied from £12 to £17. In other 
countries the movement has been even more 
successful. 

From an analysis of the statistics relating to 
cow testing associations in Ireland it would ap- 
pear that, although there are 1,500,000 cows in 
this country, there are only 42 associations, con- 
sisting of 592 members, the number of ‘cows 
tested being 7,121. In Munster—the great 
dairying province—of the 202,006 cows in Cork, 
5,476 were tested ; 507 out of 111,903 were tested 
in. Co. Limerick; 489 out of 61,356 in Co. Tip- 
perary, S.R. (there was none tested in Tip- 
perary, N.R., cow population 34,951); 314 out of 
61,170 in Co, Clare; 658 out of 120,451 in Co. 
Kerry; 360 out of 39,803 in Co. Waterford. In 
Co. Antrim 136 out of 60,741 were tested; in 
Co. Londonderry 255 out of 34,566; in Co. Fer- 
managh 125 out of 39,615. In the province of 
Connaught, with a cow population of 222,326, 
there were only 125 tested. in one association of 
25 members in Co. Sligo. In the province of 
Leinster, in Co. Kilkenny 331 cows out of 42,373 
were tested; in Co, Wicklow 128 out of 19,612; 
in the remaining counties, with a cow population 
of 172,741, there was none tested. It has been 
calculated that,. if the average milk, yield of 
irish cows were raised 200 gallons per cow per 
year, the annual income of the country would 
be increased by £6,000,000. 

ADVANTAGES OF COW-TESTING. 

In every herd in Ireland a nucleus exists on 
which irmprovement can be based. Unprofitable 
cows must be weeded out. They cost as much 
to maintain as the best cows in the land. Before 
the bad cows can be disposed of they must first 
be identified. This can be satisfactorily accom- 
| plished only by means of milk records. Cow- 
testing associations enable their members to 
ascertain not only the quantity, but also the 
quality, of the milk yielded by their cows. In 
addition to substantial increases in the milk 
yields, increases of from 0.05 per cent. to 0.15 
| per cent. of tat in the milk have been recorded. 
While the main object of cow-testimg and grad- 
ing up of dairy cattle should be to increase the 
returns from milk production, there are 
secondary advantages which must not be lost 
sight of. Amongst those may be mentioned the 
enhanced value of dairy cows with good milk 
records, and the high prices obtainable as a 
result of the keen demand which existe in the 
market for both bull and heifer calves from such 
cows for breeding purposes. 
steps to be taken to start a cow-testing associa- 
tion? A group of farmers owning at least 100 
| cows form a working committee; and appoint & 
president and a supervisor. The partment 
and County Committees of Agricultire furnish 
liberal grants towards the cost of apparatus, etc. 
In order to comply with the regulations and to 
qualify for the áis, the Department, reguire 
to be motified of the matter by the lst January 
each year; but this year the date for ‘eceivin 
applications for recognition has been extend 
to the Ist February. An instructor makes 
periodical visits to the district to check the 
supervisor’s figures, and generally to assist, by 
advice and otherwise, the successful working of 
the association. At the end of the year each 
member will be in a position to know the value 
of the produce of each cow. With this informa- 
tion before him, the next step will be to weed 
out the unprofitable cows and to retain the 
good milkeys and the heifers from them. Here 
another extremely important matter arises. If 
good milking qualities are to be perpetuated, it 
will be nec@ssary to mate the best cows with a 
registered dairy bull—that is, a bull from a 
known milking strain. At the present time 
there is a large number of excellent bulls of this 
class in the country, and the Department ‘and 
County Committees encotirage their more gene- 
ral use by means of very liberal premiums. 

With a view to co-ordinating the work of as- 
sociations, and to fix the good work already 
done on a permanent basis, 
Register has been established by the Depart- 
ment. To qualify for entry in this Register 
(1) a-cow must be the property of a member of 
a recognised association; (2) a record of the 
quentity and quality of milk produced must be 
kept for a milking period not exceeding 45 
weeks; (3) a minimum yield of 6,000ibs. of milk 
(approximately 600 gallons), producing at least 
210lbs. of butter fat, must be obtained, and the 
average butter fat in the milk must not be less 
than 3 per cent.; (4) selected cows must be’ of 
good formation and well-defined shorthorn type. 

Briefly summarised, the advantages of pro- 
ceeding on these lines are :—~ 

1. A very great increase in the milk-producing 
capacity of the cows in the country—a necessary 
preliminary for a greater supply of milk. 

2. Having established better herds, it will be 
possible successfully to tackle the problem of winter 
dairying. Heretofore the low average yield of cows 
in the country, coupled with other reasons of com- 
paratively less importance, i not apparently 
justify farmers in adopting the system generally. 
t is well known that all the year round dairying 
eis essential to the establishment of a successful 
export trade for This was realised by 
| foreigners years with results which are 

familiar. 
| §. A farmer will have the advantage of having 
the cows in his herd which fulfil the necessary 
conditions placed on the Dairy Herd Register. He 
will thus begin to. establish a reputation as a 
breeder of high-class animals, with the result that 
higher prices will be obtained for the stock he 
offers for sale. 

Finally, the farmer is trained to appreciate 
the value of keeping correct accounts, and will 
be likely to utilise the knowledge and experience 
so gained in the development of other branches 
of his industry.

Douglas Haig’s. It is.a record which 
should be read in every household through- 
out the British Empire. For that reason 
we propose to publish the despatch in full, 
We shall print a further instalment io- 
morrow and the concluding instalment in 
our issue of Friday. 

The instalment that we print to-day 
eomprises Sir Douglas Haig’s general 
introduction, which covers in outline the 
whole period from the end of the great 
defensive battles of March and April to 
the signing of the armistice on November 
We cannot attempt here more than 
the most summary review of the opera- 
tions described in the despatch. The period 
with which it deals falls into two main 
sections. The first was that in which it 
was the policy of the Commander-in-Chief 
to maintain an active defence, keeping his 
line unbroken, and resting and training 
his depleted divisions against the time 
when the Allied Armies should be able to 
resume the offensive. The second was that 
in which the condition of an offensive 
return—the re-establishment of an equili- 
brium of strength—was attained by the 
swelling list of German casualties and the 
steady influx of American and Allied rein- 
forcements, We may note in the first 
section the sure foresight with which the 
British General Staff anticipated that the 
final German attack would be made on the 
Aisne. front. Marshal Foch’s brilliant 
counter-offensive on the failure of that 
attack gave the British Armies their oppor- 
tunity. They took it with a vengeance. 
It depended wholly on the measure of 
success attained by their surprise attack 
before Amiens in. the middle of August 
whether the Allied operations. could be 
more fully developed before the winter. 
The success which, within less than a 
month, carried his Armies up to the 
Hindenburg Line confronted Sir Douglas 
Haig with a stern test of generalship. 
Failure to carry the line would have been 
morally disastrous, A commander less 
sure of himself and his men would have 
shrunk from the challenge. Sir Donglas 
Haig accepted it, with the result that the 
rest of the campaign was fought in open 
country against an enemy who could do 
no more than strive to postpone ultimate 
by bold and decisive 
action Sir Douglas Haig forced an im- 
mediate conclusion, and compelled the 
enemy to accept the terms of armistice and 
the fact of defeat. :

The Victory Despatch. 


We print to-day a first instalment of 
the despatch in which Field-Marshal 
Sir Douglas Haig describes. that vic- 
torious campaign of the British Armies 
in France..which has won back peace 
for the world. He proposes to submit 
at a later date 'a further and final 
despatch dealing with the advance of 
the Britigh Armies to the Rhine and the 
occupation of the Cologne bridge-head.” 
If events in Berlin take the course which 
the latest messages suggest, it may be 
necessary for British troops to issue from 
that bridge-head and, together with other 
Allied troops, to restore order in Germany. 
We gather, however, that, if our Armies 
must undertake this kind of police work, 
it will not be undertaken under. the 
command of Sir Douglas Haig. His task 
is finished with the leading of his Armies 
victoriously to the Rhine, and he will 
return home to the rest and the honours

Soldiers’ Protests. 
The British soldier has such 
splendid qualities in winning the war that 


shown 


his worst enemy cannot suspect him gi 
any desire to lose the peace. The 
trouble about demobilisation sprang from 
two main causes. In the first place, the 
average soldier believed—perhaps, the 
Press helped him to believe—that when 
the armistice was signed “all was over 
except the shouting.” He thought that a 
very few weeks would send him back to 
his former work. In the next place, the 
armistice came so suddenly that the 
Government was taken by surprise and 
all its elaborate plans for demobilisation | 
were thrown out of gear. The result was 
blunders at the War Office, the effect of 
which was aggravated by an atmosphere of 
discontent among the men. Yesterday 
further protests occurred among troops at 
Kempton Park, at Shoreham, at Bristol. 
and ata naval aerodrome in Essex, The 
reports make painfui reading, but are 
brightened by two facts common to them 
all. The men kept their good humour, 
and the officers whom. they approached 
received them with an admirable union of 
tact and frankness. To-day the situation 
is clearer, and we may hope that all 
grounds of misunderstanding have beén re- 
moved. The chief of these was the notion 
among men teturning from France on 
twenty-one days’ leave that, if jobs were 
waiting for them, they were entitled to 
be. demobilised immediately. The true 
position is explained in the statement 
which the Army Council issued last night. 
Only “pivotal’’ men—men whose return 
to work is essential to the re-starting of 
industries—are entitled to immediate dis" 
charge. They are being discharged at the 
rate of 4,000 a day, and are thus preparing 
the way for general démobilisation. Those 
other men whose jobs are waiting for 
them will receive the first discharge when 
general demobilisation comes, in the

GENERAL INTRODUCTION. 
(1) State of the British Armies. 
At the end of April, 1918, though the onrush

weakened. ARhough prompt steps had been 
taken by the home authorities to despatch to 
France as rapidly as possible all reinforcements 
then available in England, as well as to recall 
considerable bodies of troops from other 
theatres of war, these reinforcements required 
time to arrive. A further period was needed to 
complete their training and equipment, to allow 
troops brought from abroad to become accli- 


i matised, and to enable’ the new drafts to be- 


come assimilated within their various units, 


Meanwhile it had become impossible to main-- 


tain at an effective strength the full numbénof 
our divisions. At the beginning of May no léas 
than eight divisions had been reduced to cadres 
and were temporarily written off altogether as 
fighting units. Two other divisions were hold- 
ing positions in line with reduced cadres which 
it was not yet possible to bring up to establish- 
ment. 

Arrangements had been made at the end of 
April to hand over to the French f@f employ- 
ment on a quiet part of their front a further 
five divisions, Comprising the 9th Corps (see 
para. 10 below). These had only just been re- 
constitiftted, and, being badly in need of rest 
and training, were not yet considered fit to 
hold an active sector. In return for these five 
British divisions, and in accordance’ with 
Marshal Foch’s views, presently explained, re- 
| intentions, the French 
had despatched a number of their divisions to 


and to strengthen the Flanders front. 

There remained available for operations on 
the British front forty-five British infantry 
divisions, most of which were below establish- 
ment. Fully three-fourths of them had been 
heavily engaged in one or other of the enemy's 
offensives, if not in both. All were urgently 
in need of rest; they contained a large number 
of young, partially trained and totally inex- 
perienced recruits, and subordinate commanders 
had had little or no opportunity to become 
acquainted with their men. 

(2) The Position of Our Allies. 

The French, though as yet they had been 
less heavily engaged than ourselves, had none 
the less been obliged to employ a substantial 
proportion of their reserves in the fighting 
south of the Somme and north of the Lys. 

_ The American Army, though rapidly imcreas- 
ing in numbers and efficiency, was not yet 
ready to take the field in sufficient strength 
materially to affect the situation. In short, 
the German attacks, though they had failed to 


sources of the Allies to the uttermost; while 
before Amiens and Hazelbrouck they had 
brought the enemy within a short distance of 
strategic points of great importance. In these 
circumstances, the possibility of an immediate 
renewal of the enemy's offensive could not but 
be viewed with grave anxiety. i 
(3) The Enemy's Position. 

On the other hand, the enemy had uwun- 
doubtediy paid heavily for his successes. and 
had used up ‘a great number of divisions. 
among them his best and his most highly 
trained. The reserves which he was known to 
have had at his disposal at the beginning of 
the year would suffice, indeed, to make good 
his losses; but in his casey also, time would be 
required before the divisions which had suffered 
most would be fit to undertake a fresh attack 
against prepared positions. 

At the commencement of the period under 
review the enemy was estimated to possess 
seventy-five divisions in reserve on the Western 
Front. It was evident that further German. 
attacks could not long be postponed if the 
Cpe™y was to achieve a decision before the 
weicht of the American Army was thrown into 
the scale. . 

(4) The Enemy's Intentions. 

At this period, early in May, the Allied High 
Command repeatedly expressed the opinion that 
the enemy would renew his attack on a larce 
scale on the front ‘Arras-Amiens-Montdidier. 
The strategic resulte to be obtained by the 
capture of Amiens, the separation of the French 
and British Armies, and an advance towards 
the sea along the Valley of the Somme were 


| very great, and might well have proved de- 


Cisive. The enemy’s opening offensive had 
already brought him within a measurable dis- 
tance of success in this direction, and had 
carried his Armies through practically the whole 
of our organised lines of defence. ~ 

Since the conclusion of his attacks on this 
front in the first week of April, the enemy had 
had a considerable period of time in which to 
re-establish communications through the devas- 
tated area, and made his preparations for a 
fresh advance. This period of delay had also 
afforded us some opportunity, of which full use 
was being made with all the means and re- 
sources in our power, to lay out new trench 
lines: and reconstruct such old systems as 
already existed. This work; however, was stiil 
far tr@m complete, and our defences could not 
be compared with those which the enemy had 
already over-run. 

(5) The Policy of the British Armies.

The period under review accordingly divides 
itself naturally into two main sections. During 
the first, the policy governing the action of the 
forces under my command was the mainten- 
ance of an active defence, whereby our line 
might be preserved unbroken, while evety op- 
portunity was taken to rest and train our 
sorely-tried Divisions. As the strength and 
efficiency of our Divisions were restored, minor 
operations of gradually increasing scope but 
with limited objectives, could be carried out 
with greater fregueney, These would serve to 
keep alive the fighting spirit of the troops, and 
could be used to effect local improvements in 
our line, where such improvement was con- 
sidered necessary either for defence or for 
attack. . 

The second period arrived when the swelling 
list of German casualties and the steady influx 
of American and Allied reinforcements had 
produced an equilibrium’ of strength between 
the opposing forces. e complete success of 
the Allied counter-attack on the 18th July near 
Soissons marked this turning-point in the year's 
campaign, and commenced the second ‘phase 
of the Allied operations.

The Exchange Company's Copenhagen Cor- 
respondent, telegraphing on Tuesday, says é 
News from Berlin has reached Copenhagen this 
morning in the form of a telephone message 
from Berlin to Munich, stating that the German 
capital is in a state of compléte anarchy.

The Worker 
supporters of the Government were also demen- 
strating with the inscription, “ Down with the 
Spartacus Group!” Most of the shops were 
closed. Spartacus supporters have occupied the 
Berlin telegraph ctations. It is feared that 
fresh fighting took place in the streets on Mon- 
day afternoén. . ; ! 

That serious events are going on in Berlin 
(savs a, Press Association Copemhagen telegram, 
dated Monday) is disclosed by a telegram de- 
spatched on Monday night at 9.40 by the Wolff 
Bureau, announcing that Central Berlin had 
been occupied, and resuesting a news agency to 
send its telegram provisionally to Frankfurt. 

A Paris telegram, dated Tuesday, states that 
the Petit Parisien learns from Geneva with 
regard to the situation in Berlin that the In- 
dependent Socialists, Spartacists, and Extreme 
Revolutionaries of all parties have joined 
tegether against the Government, and have pro- 
claimed a general strike in Berlin. 

Radek and Joffe, says an Exchange message, 
dated Tuesday. are still in Berlin assisting 
Liebknecht and Rosa Luxemburg to foment a 
Bolshevik revolution, and, in spite of the Go- 
vernment’s effort, it has been impossible to 
expel them. The Independent Socialists have 
gone over entirely to the Spartacus group, and 
the two groups are jointly issuing proclamations 
to the effect that to-day the final fight for the 
“ Red Revolution ” is to be fought.

Consequently the partisans 
of both collected yesterday in the Sieges Allee, 
and held a mass demonstration against Lich- 
horn’s dismissal. 

Many speakers not only demanded that the 
proletariat. should be armed, but also declared 
their intention of preventing the Constituent 
Assembly from meeting. 

The speakers exhorted the masses to storm 
the Imperial Chancellor's Palace and to get rid 
of Scheidemann and Ebert. 

The crowd then proceeded to the Ministry of 
the Interior. where Liebknecht delivered a 
speech from a motor car, in which he said that 
the proletariat must be armed, and must form 
an iron ring around the Police Prefecture. The 
soldiers, together with the armed proletariat, 
must do everything to prevent the removal of 
Eichhorn. |

SCENES IN THE CITY. 
——— 
A VIVID PICTURE. 


The Times saye:—The following portion of a 
telegram ffom Berlin was sent on Monday to 
our Special Correspondent at The Hague. It 
describes the scenes in the city arising out of 
the Spartacus demonstration. The first part 
of the message has not reached us. 

Berlin. Monday.—The appearance of the 
streets in the neighbourhood of the Imperial 
Chancellery, and facing the Chancellery itself, 


is comparatively calm. Occasional rifle-firing ie | 


heard, apd now and then a cannon ghot: ‘but 
the impression is that blank cartridges are being 
used. Someone has just been brought out of 
the Chancellery, but it cannot be a wounded 
man.

It appears that Liebknecht’s supporters have ,

_ The stream of the people dischatges itself 
into the neighbourhood of Unter den Linden 
and the Friedrichstrasse, flowing along both 
sides of the streets. Liebknecht’s supporters 
are on the left, while on the right the crowd 
raises cheers. for Ebert and Scheidemann. 

At six o'clock guns were again trained from 
the Castle on the Wilhelimstrasse. There was 
also firing in front of the War Ministry, result- 
ing in three passers-by being wounded and two 
apparently killed. 

Altogether, so far, the killed and wounded 
number twenty. 

At 8 p.m. new firing began. 

This. evening, besides Vorwaerts, which is in 
the Spartacus possession, only the T ageszeituna, 
the Rundsehau, and the Abendblatt appeared.

MOTOR CARS VISIT THE KAISER. 


Reuter’s Amsterdam Correspondent, in a mes- 
sage dated Monday, forwards the following from 
an Amerongen correspondent :—Two motor cars, 
containing about a dozen occupants, arrived 
yesterday evening at the gateway of Amerongen 
Castle. Their occupants are reported to have 
asked to speak to the Kaiser. 

The cars were at once the object of keen in- 
terest on the part of the police. 

The estate agent, the Burgomaster, and 
members of the Count’s family also came on the 
scene. 

Nothing is known for certain concerning this 
apparently mysterious matter, but gossips in the 
village assert that the object was to take the 
Kaiser away. " 

lt is stated, but the statement must be’ ac- 
cepted with reserve, that the motor cars came 
from the direction of Germany, and left again 
in the same direction at about half-past ten. 

A later message from Amerongen, which 
should also be accepted with reserve, says 
that the motor cars were American Army auio- 
mobiles, which came over the Belgian frontier, 
and that among the occupants was an American 
war correspondent in uniform, who was 
anxious for an interview with the Kaiser, but 
enjoyed no better fortune than his other col- 
leagues. After waiting some time the motor 
cars returned to Belgium. 


LUDENDORFF REPORTED IN 
SWEDEN. 


The Stockholm paper, Dagens Nyheter, states 
as a certainty, says Reuter’s Correspondent, 
that General Ludendorff is now in Sweden. 
The paper says that it has obtained confirma- 
tion of this report from a member of the 
Swedish Cabinet.

He said 
that he absolutely declined to consider their 
demands there, and he urged them to go back 
and lay their grievances before their command- 
ing officers, who would give them proper 
attention. He reminded them that the war was 
stil} on; that we had got only a three months’ 
armistice, and that, although we had won the 
campaign, there was a danger on account of 
such doings that we might lose the peace. He 
knew that the trouble was not all their fault, 
and that it was fomented by a few agitators. 
He believed that most of the men would be 
ashamed of the action they were taking if they 
only knew the danger in which they were 
placing the country. . 

“ Now,” he said in conclusion, “ get on your 
Jorries, and go baek and see your commanding 
officer, as 1 have suggested.”’ 

Some opposition cries were raised, but the 
whole party obeyed General Feilding \ with

A party of about two hundred soldiers, be- 
longing chiefly to the Army Service and Ord- 
nance Corps, made a demonstration through the 
town of Aldershot yesterday afternoon, march- 
ing four abreast and singing.

DISCONTENT AT SHOREHAM. 

But for the inclement weather, the dis:

They, however, held a meeting in camp, and it 
was deeided to send tie following telegram to 
the Prime Minister :— 

“We men of the London Command Depét,

The men complain seriously of the uncomfort- 
able surroundings of the camp, and that they 
are doing absolutely nothing. A general officer, 
who addressed the men, said their grievance 
had been handed to Sir William Robertson, 
who was in conference with Lord Milner. The 
meeting decided unanimously to stand by their 
resolution. 

“WE WANT OUR DEMOBILISATION.” 

The Lord Mayor of Bristol yesterday morning

WAR OFFICE STATEMENT.

leave, and that he will not be demobilised 
under any pretext during the period of his 
leave. This order will take effect from the 
earliest date on which it is possible to instruct 
all sections of the Expeditionary Foree,. só that 
in future no man can una¢quainted . with 


the conditions on which leave is granted. It" 


has been found in a high proportion of gases 
that leave drafts from France now consist of 
men who have been overseas six or nine months 
only. The demobilisation of all men on leava 
would thus be unfair to long service men still 
overseas,
